Maysville is to have in the immed- 
iate future another iniposing struc- 
ture in the very heart of the business 
district. ThI.s building. In many re- 
spects, will be the most attractive 
business house in the city. 

The directors of the consolidated 
Bank ot Maysville in their first meet- 
ing held Thursday afternoon definite- 
ly decided to build an entire now 
building for their bank on the present 
site of the old nank of ^raysville 
building. For several weeks Weber & 
Weber. Cincinnati architects, liave 
been working on plans for the pro- 
posed new building and the first 
sketches were submitted to the direc- 
tors Thursday and greatly pleased 
them. 

These drawings are fOr a building 
110 feet and 6 Inches deep and 4S feet 

and 6 inches wide. This takes In the 
entire width of the Rank of Muysville 
lot. The building will be of stone 
and brick and two stories in heit;htli 
The front will be stone, with four 
large and handsomely carved pillars 
running from the ground line to tbe 
cornice. The new building will be 
built on the level with the sidewalk 
and entering the massive doors One 
will step Into a large lohliv ;is feet and 
G Inches wide and If feel and i', inches 
deep. At the end of this liil,liv conn- 
tors will be placed on eillier side leav- 
ing a lobby between ilie coiinlers of 
46 feet— 18 feet wide leading back to 
tbe vaults at the rear. 

The 'new bank will contain three 
large vanlta— a money vault booh 
vault and a speoial vault <for safety 
boxes. 

On the East side of the main floor 
vviil be located the officers' quarters 
and the Savings and Note Tellers 
while the West side of the building 
will he located the commercial depart- 
ment where are the paying ana record- 
ii^K tellers as well aa th» bookkeepers. 

Baok ot this lobby and around the 
vaults win be two consultation rooms 
and an ample number of coupon 
booths, toilet and rest rooms for the 
use of employees and customers. 

Entering the second story by a 
beautiful stone stairway leading from 
the West side of the front lobby one 
will enter a magnificent Mezialne floor 
on which will be located a director's 
room and a ladies' reception room. 
From this Messalne floor one will look 
down upon the mafai banking room. 
From the edge of this Messalne floor 
the main banking room's celling will 
reach to the top of the building in 
which there will be many sky lights. 
This high celling will extend back to 
the large vaults and over the vaults 
a large number of windows will ad- 
mit much light onto the main bank- 
ing floor. 

The fixtures ot the new bank will 
be ot marble and mahogany. Work 

will be begun at once at dismantling 
the fixtures In the old Rank of Mhys- 
vlUe building as they will be used in 
the new building. The old building 
will lie torn down to the grnnnd and 
It Is thought that within a month the 
contract for the erection of the new 
building win be let by the directors. 

Weber Brothers say that the new 
Bank of Maysville building will be the 
most modem banking bouse possible 
to erect and It will contain all of tbe 
most modem appliances to assist In 
the handling Of tbe bask's immaase

KatevUle Water Is Impure and Math, 
ol of Pfltenitlon and Pnrifleatlon 
It) .Vot Efflelent Says State 
Laboratory Export 

Muysville water remains Impure 
according to a rejiort received today 
by County Health Ollicer I>ocko from 
Dr. J. O. LaBach, chief director of the 
State lAboratorles at Lexington. 

The sample of water submitted to 
the Lexington Laboratory was taken 
from the city water mains on Mkrch 
1 3th and sent direct to Lexington for 
close examination. After giving the 
exact contents of the water, the ex- 
pert adds. ".Analysis Indicates con- 
tamination with microorganisms of 
the n. coll group. Methods of purifi- ■ 
cation and fllteration is not suffldent" 

For several weeks the city's water 
has been very muddy bnt this was ex- 
plained by a break down at the com- 
pany's pupping station. This examin- 
ation however shows that the water 
is imptire and again Dr. Locke rec- 
ommends that it not be used for drink- 
ing until it has been boiled to remove 
'ho microorganisms. 

The matter of impurity ot Mays-' 
vine's water supply Is now before the 
Mason County Grand Jury and will 
urobably ooine up for some action 
when the Jury comes together agsia 
the latter part of this month. It seems 
to be the general opinion of the health 
authorities that the city of Maysville 
is responsible for the impure water as 
much as the Maysville Water Com- 
pany Inasmuch as the city permlte 
sewers to empty Into the river near 
the Water Company's intake.

Daniel Boone Logan, said to be the | selves, 
righest man in Bell county, whose 
life's story reflects the picturesque 
thrills of one of Kentucky's bitterest 
feuds, died in St Petersburg. Fla., ac- 
cording to word received by friends at 
Louisville yesterday. 

In his early years he led the men 
who rid Dowan county of the notor- 
ious Toiliver gang, and reclaimed that 
section of the State from Its bad r«pu- 
Ution. 

Mr. Logan owned coal mfaies and 

timber acreage all over Bell county, 
which rated him as one of the weal- 
thiest men in the State. He main- 
tained his home in Pineviile. He was 
also a lawyer of considerable repota- 
Uon. ^ 
Clarence B. Walker, who knew Mr. 
Logan intimately, told the story of i
